Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 01 July 2009 has been entered. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant's amendment and remarks received 1 July 2009 have been fully considered. 
Claims 1 1-19 are therefore allowed with the additional limitations included. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest each of the pixels capable of 
retaining a written display state without apply a voltage to the pixel after the completion of 
writing and a control circuit For varying voltage to the pixels, the rewriting drive mode writing 
in black or white through an application of voltage higher than a range of the variable voltage in 
addition to the accompanying features of the independent claims. Also see Applicant's 
arguments, pages 10 and 11 received 1 June 2009. 

Therefore, claims 11-19 are allowed.
